ATHENS, Oct. 19.—At 10 o'clock this 
morning the condition of King Alexan- 
der showed little change. The congestion 
of the lungs persists. Drowsiness is 
taking the form of. coma. The King’s 
temperature was reported as 102, pulse 
124, .respiration 34.

Newspapers here speculate on the 
King’s’ successor, should his illness ter- 
minate fatally. Several foreign Princes 
are suggested for the throne, and it 
seems that Prince Charles of Belgium, 
younger son of King Albert and Queen 
Elizabeth, is the favorite.

termine whether the escape of Stivers 
and Bassett was in any way connected 
with a plan, disclosed in the alleged con- 
fession last February of Joseph Gluck, 
to liberate Joseph Stivers, a Sin Sing 
inmate. Gluck is now held in the Tombs 
in connection with a: plot to steal $5,000,- 
000 -worth of bonds in Wall Street. 
Although the-authorities at Sing Sing 
are convinced that, Stivers and Lassett 
escaped without any aid from outside 
sources, the police recalled that Joseph 
Gluck, following his arrest with Irving 
.Gluck and Edward Furey, disclosed the 
alleged activities..of the bond thieves’ 
ring. Among other things, Gluck said 
plans were being formulated. to ae obs 
the freedom’ of *' Joseph Stivers ’’ tree | 
Sing Sing, where he was serving a t 
for m er, - Gluck said Furey was in- 
terested in the efforts in behalf of 
Stivers. The police say Gluck asscrted 
.that Furey: told him he hoped to 
spring ’’ Stivers out of Sing Sing; that 
Furey professed to be able to accom- 
plish this through “ influential friends,” 
and referred to similar success in the 
escape of a deve gad in Cleveland, Ohio, 
When questioned yesterday,- . Furey ad- 
mitted, according to the polfee, that he 
had been interested in procuring the re- 
ane of Stivers, but he maintained that 
he- had contemplated getting a pardon. 
He refused -to discuss the Cleveland 
case. The records show that George 
Stivers was the only aha at Sing 
Sing during the Met ye 
Prison officials Lp tle credence. to 
this development. ointed out that 
Stivers h been in as 4 son hearly two 
years before the arrests were made in 
the bond- thefts, and they doubted ff the 
bond thieves were Interested in his case. 
Prior to the escape of Stivers and Bas- 
sett it was the gossip around Sing Sing 
that much political pressure was being 
brought .to. bear to have Stivers par- 
dened. There is now on file in Albany 
an application for a pardon for Stivers; 
according to O. L. Potter, pardon clerk. 


Keepers to Be Questioned. 


The charges preferred against the nine 
prison attendants are based on their al- 
eged failure to report immediately to 
the prison when they heard the siren. 
Attendants on leave are required to re- 
spond to such an emergency er show 
good reasons why they could not. 

Wardefi Lawes also said he had taken 
steps ta. que estion the keepers who were 
“attacked before the escape. They must 
explain how*the two convicts gained 
access to the key room where the keys 
of the institution and the firearms are 
stored...

Following his investigation of the 


escape, Mr. Long left Sing Sing for Al- 
bany, after having agreed with Warden 
Lawes that radical changes must be 
made in the methods of guarding con- 
victs and pursuing runaways and that 
devices to prevent violence within or 
escape from Re prison should be in- 
stalled. 

“We will spare nothing to get those 
two fellows,’’ he saia just before his 
departure. ‘‘ They are dangerous.’ 

Warden Lawes has not only laid the 
groundwork for a thordugh investiga- 
tlon of the escape as it involved the 
prison staff, but he is also looking ~— 
a report to the effect that members of 
the State Constabulary, who were urged 
to join im the chase of the fugitives on 
Saturday night, failed to perform their 
duty. Nicholas Schatzel, acting warden 
at the. time of the escape, wag told by 
two prison keepers that .some State 
troopers could not be induced to join 
in the pursuit because they thought it 
was raining too hard.

Charge Groundless, Says Warner. 

When the complaint against the con- 
‘stabulary yas bkought to the attention 
of Captain John \A. Warner at White 
| Plains last night | he denied there was 
any basis for such a charge. 

‘We sent fifteen troopers to join the 
chase five minutes after receiving ad- 
vices of the escape,’' he said. ‘‘ We dis- 
patched them in two motor cars and on 
two motorvycles. hey kept up the chase 
all Saturday night, and since then we 
have been co-operating with the other 
authorities constantly. We sent out 
men today when .we got a report that 
the two convicts were seen just north 
of here, at Armonk, but the clue proved 
to be worthless.’ 

Captain Warner was asked what time 
he had been advised of the'escape, -and 
he replied at 11 P. M. The escape took 
place at 7:30.

The elections just held in Austria 


_ show that the Socialists, who con- 


trolled. the country since the ‘revolu- 
tion at the end of the war, have lost 
thelr hold on the Governma@pt ..nd the 
Christian Socialists will have a slight 


*\ madority in the new Parliament. 


‘tew Pan-German Deputies will be even 
fewer in the next session; the Com- 
munists failed to elect anybody; but 
the Socialists lost enough to,lose con- 
trol and the Christian Socialists will 
now have their chance to see what 
‘they can make out of the .chaos in 
Austria. 

Whether or not the new Govern- 


“ment is Christian, it is certainly not 


Socialist, The Christian SoClalists are 
_ Marrowly national, opposed to union 


_ with Germany; Socialist to the extent 


of having had, before the war, a pro- 
gram of social reform to attract work- 
‘Amgmen’s votes. Viennese Socialist 
papers have lately remarked, with 
some surprise, that wealthy Jewish 


‘bankers are among the most Christian 


of Christian Socialists. Since the rev- 
‘olution they have represented the 


_ ebief hope of the Hapsburgs for res- 


toration to the Hofburg. .

feat of the party; and the failure to 
obtain allied sanction for any change 
in the relations with Germany may 
also have hurt the Socialists. . Union 
was a Socialist policy and when it 
had no success many voters must 
have. gone over in desperation to a 
party whose eyes were turned down 
the Danube. Austrians are hardly to 
be blamed for clutching at straws. 

Still, it is an unfortunate turn in 
the affairs of the Danubian States; The 
Christian Socialists would like to see 
Hapsburg monarchs ruling once more; 
both in Vienna and in Budapest. The 
ruling faction in Hungary. wants the 
Hapsburgs, or a Hapsburg, quite asi 
much; but Magyar separatist feeling 
would hardly tolerate any-union with 
Austria. If the Hapsburgs come back; 
there will probably be two of them, 
ene for each throne. But the Chris- 
tian Socialists can hardly fail to rouse 
the suspicions of Austria’s neighbors | 
and delay still further the restoration 
of peace and trade in the Danube 
basin. 





INFORMAL VERSUS OFFICIAL. 

There will be no serious trouble, 
though there may be further laughter, 
over Senator HarpInc’s indiscreet re- 
mark, from a car-end, that ‘‘ France 
‘‘has sent her spokesmen to me in- 
*“*formally.’’ The Senator quickly 
saw the point, when the President 
brought it sharply to his attention, 
and hastened to assure Mr. WILSON 
that he had never had, and would not 
think of having, any communication 
with the French Government. This 
leaves his assertion that ‘“‘ France has 
sent ’’ looking more careless than 
ever; while those mysterious French 
‘* spokesmen '’’ remain in the dark 
background. We fancy that they. 
speak French with a strong American 
accent, 

The incident was trivial, except as it 
showed the danger of loose talk by 
Harpine involving a foreign Govern- 
ment; and his prompt explanation will 
probably put an end to controversy 
over the affair itself. But it ought 
not to pass without a word of warning | 
about the risk of forming an opinion 
concerning sentiment in France from 
the say-so0 of chance travelers or half- 
informed Americans. Such ‘“‘ infor- 
mal’ interviews as Senator Harprwa 
refers to may be sadly misleading. 
Contrast them with the precise ang 
careful words uttered by Ambassador 
Davis last week. He was able to 
speak, as he put it modestly, ‘‘ from a 
** not entirely restricted acquaintance 
‘with a not small number of states- 
** men now prominent in the affairs of 
‘* Europe.’’ And on the basis of that 
knowledge, what was his conclusion? 
Why, that ‘‘ no responsible statesman 
‘* in Europe has any thought what- 
*“ ever of abandoning or scrapping the 
** present League of Nations.’’ 

Be it remembered that all this is not 
informal but official, Ambassador 
Davis had been in contact, not with 
amiable and uncredentialed wanderers 
from the boulevards of Paris, but with 
men carrying the weight and responsi- 
bility of government. And note what 
he has to say as against all the prattle 
from Marion about sitting down 
quickly and writing a wholly new 
association of nations while you wait. 
‘*¥ venture the assertion,’’ said Am- 
bassador Davis, ‘‘ that there is not 
** outside of America any responsible 
** statesman who believes that, at this 
** time and in the present temper of 
** the world, the negotiation of a new 
** covenant for a new league is within 
**the domain of -practical politics.*’ 
Of what value, as opposed to this de- 
liberate statement of an‘ American 
whose official work it has been to find 
out the truth, is the vague chatter of 
Senator Harprine’s ** spokesmen ’’ in 
buckram ?

THE MONROE DOCTRINE NEXT. 

When Governor Cox remarked in 
one of his speeches that Article X. of 
the Covenant was like the Monroe 
Doctrine, Republicans thought it 
highly amusing.

MONEY FOR ALL BUT THE 
FARMERS. 

It was announced yesterday. that 
$60,000,000 would be provided for the 
railways, $100,000,000. for the relief 
of the Cuban sugar growers, and sun- 
dry smaller loans for miscellaneous 
borrowers. That our agricultural in- 
téerests will see discrimination against 
them in this there can be little doubt. 
Yet the cases mentioned fall so surely 
within the policy of the Federal Re- 
serve Board that the farmers have no 
fair grievance. 

It is true that several billion dollars 


have been marked off the value of the 


farmers’ crops this year, and that 
they are entitled to sympathetic con- 
sideration, as the Secretary of Agri- 
culture told the American Bankers’ 


Association yesterday, But ft re- 


mains true that the Agricultural ‘De- / 


partment finds that the index of crop 
prices paid to the farmers on the first 
of this month was 248.7, as compared 
with 183 for the average of 1916-19. 


Although the farmers’ losses are 
severe, they are not comparable with

000 bushels, 

Wwe never produced: 80 much before, 
and the obstruction to the. export of 
our surplus is unusual this year. But 
instead of taking notice fhat the fall 
in crop prices is legitimate the farm- 
ers see conspiracies against them, and 
persist. in holding their crops with 
more. bank assistance than they 
should have. For example, in Kansas 
thirty-odd banks. with a rediscount 
capacity of $590,300 have advanced 
the farmers $2,580,103, and yet the 
farmers are not —* cars to move 
their crops. 

This is the fact which prejudices the 
country against the appeal yesterday 
of the President of the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Council to the Federal Reserve 
that the Government stiould borrow 
money. and deposit it in the banks, to 
be lent to the farmers at 1 per cent. 
above the interest the Government 
pays, The Cuban sugar growers have 
taken such large losses on their crops 
that they are willing to move them at 
present prices. That. is a liquidated 
transaction, not a speculative one, and 
explains the readiness of our bankers 
to assist them. The, Cubans have a 
further claim to assistance in that they 
have no ¢@lastic currency system, and 
that, under the moratorium made nec- 
essary by the collapse in the sugar 
speculation, there is no cash for hand- 
to-hand transactions. That inte. ..ts 
us because we are sellers to Cuba as 
well as buyers from Cuba. Our ex- 
ports are tied up on the wharves, and 
the steamships are hindered in deliv- 
ering our goods. There is little philan- 
thropy in our bankers’ aid to Cuba, 
ag the offering of the bonds they will 
take for their advances is likely to 
show. We are helping ourselves as 
well as ‘Cubans, and we are undér ob- 
ligation to do so because our regula- 
tion of the sugar market is in part 
responsible for Cuba’s troubles, The 
advance of $60,000,000 to the rail- 
ways is as much for the benefit of the 
farmers as anybody. The money is to 
be spent for equipment, and the, crops 
will be moved as part of the general 
stimulus to trade by the use of the

The issue could not be clearer. It is 
not a question of politics, of animosities 
and revenges, of rejecting a President 
and Administration of which the voter 
may be heartily tired ; whoever is qipated 
they will go out of power next March 
and a new President and new Adminia- 
tration will take their places. It is a 
question of vindicating or rejecting the 
national religion of two years ago and 
abiding by the consequences.

blow up the aristocratic Hotel Cavour 
here, where the English delegates stayed 
during last week's League of Nations 

conference, -Eluding the vigilance of a 

Royal Guards patrol which had been 

stationed for permanent protection of 

the hotel ever since: the first. outrage, 
an infernal machine in iron casing, six 
inches long by three wide, was this time 
deposited beneath the window of the 

‘pide wing facing thé public gardens. 

Luckily a torrential rain was falling so 

that when watchmen ultimately stum- 

bled across the bonib in this badly light- 
ed locality they diacovered the fuse had 
been extinguished by, water after burn- 
ing for about haif its length. 

‘Yhe deed probably was one of anar- 
chist vengeance, as the room of the 
window below which the bomb had been 
placed is occupied by the woman store- 
keeper of the hotel, who, gave evidence 
to the police as to having seen the ar- 
rested waiter, Cesaro Bossi, signalling to 
the bomb throwers a minute or two be- 
fore Thursday night’s attack. 

It is stated that the latest bomb case 
was charged with a high explosive 
which, had it gone off, would undoubt- 
edly have wrecked not “only .the hotel 
but the adjoining royal villa. 

In pursuance of’*Premier Giolitti’s in- 
structions’ the Milan police have just 
raided. the club of the Arditi,: whose |- 
military daredeviltry during the war 
on the Italian front struck terror into 
their foes. .While ransacking the place 
from cellar to garret two big . cases 
were found hidden in-a chimney con- 
taining thirty hand bombs, two infernal 
clocks’ and a store of high explosives.

the Hotel Astor. But the price of leath- 
er and of shoes cannot come down as 
quickly owing to high labor. and other 
production costs, hé said. 

** Because. of shoe trade. conditions,’ 
hides have Been piling up ori the pack- 
ers’ hands,”’ declared Mr. Weld. .‘‘ Shoe 
dealers have: curtailed their purchases; 
shoe manufacturers are not buying so 
much leather; tanriers are not buying 
so many hides. 

‘“‘The price of raw hides represents 
but a*small part of retail shoe prices. 
High labor costs tend to keep the price. 
of leather and shoes from falling as 
much as hides. There‘is ‘no power to 
control the price of hides. Every packer 
is in active competition with all other 
packers and hide dealers. 

‘The turning point in business activ- 
ity has been reached,”” continued Mr. 
Weld. ‘Readjustment .is necessary. 
How long it will take no one knows.
